The Board of Edueation is the governing 
body of the distriet. The smoothness and effi- 
cent running of all the schools in the District 
are in the hands of the Board. It has such fune- 
tions and duties as the following: It is the 
ultimate authority in the employment or dis- 
missal of all personnel; it controls the eurri- 
eulum; it controls the acquisition and disposal 
of all school property; it may establish reason- 
able rules for the conduct of pupils and suspend 
or expel pupils who refuse to obey the estab- 
lished rules.
